A few days ago a letter was cir- 
culated among AFL unions in Ala- 
meda county by labor’s non-parti- 
san league of California, saying 
something about the Labor Journal. 
Sorta crying on the shoulders of 
the AFL unions, I’m told. 


Here’s the funny part of the 
league’s letter : : :: it is signed by 
Mr. Burke and mimeographed by 
UOPWA-34 a CIO office work- 
ers’ union. The original letter was 
addressed to Paul Fuhrer as presi- 
dent of the Labor Journal. 

Appealing to the AFL at the 
same time having your work done 
by the CIO doesn’t make good 
sense to me.

“Gentlemen: 

“Receipt of your letter of Febru- 
ary 1, 1939, addressed to me as 
president of the East Bay Labor 
Journal is hereby acknowledged. In 
answer thereto please be informed 
that the content of your letter has 
been referred to other members of 
the committee having to do with 
the publication of the East Bay 
Labor Journal, and in turn has 
also been referred to our legal staff 
for consultation. 

“We are informed by our attor- 
neys that there is nothing of a 
libelous nature in the article to 
which you refer in your said letter, 
and which was published in the 
East Bay Labor Journal on Friday, 
January 20, 1939. But to the con- 
trary, that it is an expression of 
opinion as to the effect of A. B. 
1570 if passed and to which you 
refer in your letter. A preliminary 
investigation thus far conducted 
discloses that another bill intro- 
duced in the state legislature will 
best serve the interests of organ- 
ized labor, and that A. B. 1570 may 
have just the opposite effect. 

“It is not the intention of the 
East Bay Labor Journal or the 
A. F. of L. unions connected 
with it to be silenced through 
the threat of legal actions in 
the presentation of issues. 
“Should our investigation as it 

proceeds disclose that we are in 
error, and that A. B. 1570 should 
have the support of organized la- 
bor, then in such event it is ob- 
vious that the A. F. of L, unions 
who publish the East Bay Labor 
Journal would, of course, join the 
support of any such legislation. 

“If the contrary is true, how- 
ever, as it now appears, it must 
likewise be obvious that we 
must continue to oppose, not 
only A. B. 1570, but also ac- 
tions of any group including 
yours, which support this legis- 
lation. 

“In view of the fact, as we have 
stated, that we are still looking 
into this matter, you may expect 
to hear from us further thereon.”

In Oregon recently, according to 
news reports, Mooney was refused 
an audience with the AFL unions 
as long as he kept company with 
Bridges.

If Mooney is desirous of consol- 
idating the labor movement, to 
bring both parties together as he 
says, then why wave a red flag, as 
the saying goes.

“Now if it’s true the national 
labor relations board knows 
the employers are interfering 
with unionization, why then 
doesn’t the board act? Are they 
afraid to hold an election in 
fear their ‘pets,’ the CIO, will 
lose out or do they want the 
battle to continue?” 

Another labor leader, expressing 
the feeling of his membership, he 
said, made the following remarks: 

“Imagine an_ organization 
calling themselves the CIO, a 
group of workers, calling for

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MILITIA AT |Marks Start of All-Year Fight 
WESTWOOD Against Infantile Paralysis 


“No CIO man is gonna’ work 
in this here town again.” 


This statement came from AFL 
workers at Westwood this week 
when some 1800 workers picketed 
the Redwood River Lumber com- 
pany for the “closed shop” for AFL 
members only. 


Only a few hours after the strike 
was called the CIO asked Governor 
Olson for the protection of the na- 
tional guard, which was assured 
according to press and radio re- 
ports. 


The governor stated Tuesday he 
was using all his influence to call 
an early election of the NLRB. The 
AFL organizations claim the board 
was favoring the CIO by refusing 
to call the election at once. 

Civic organizations also criti- 
cized the board for delay in the 
election and said the feeling at 
Westwood was in favor of the AFL 
unions, 

Shouts of allegiance with vigi- 
lantes, the chamber of commerce 
and farmers’ groups came from the 
CIO when the militia was called to 
the waterfront a few years back; 
now the case is reversed, labor 
leaders here said. 


Council Endorses

In Labor Temple

labor council in session Monday 
night. 

Clifton Hildebrant, prominent at- 
torney and active in political af- 
fairs in Alameda county, will be 
chairman; Lieutenant Governor 
Patterson will be one of the speak- 
ers. 

The meeting is called by AFL 
unions and the railroad brother- 
hood. Only those affiliated with 
these groups will be admitted to 
the meeting. 

Meeting to convene at 8 o’clock 
sharp. 

Unions not receiving a communi- 
cation to attend are asked to elect 
two delegates to this important 
meeting.

Non-Union Printer Uses 
Union Label, Is Charge 


Acting on complaint of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Allied Printing 
Trades Council, the United States 
attorney brought suit against the 
Washington Planograph Co., Inc., 
on the charge of illegally using the 
label of the council, 

Vincent G. Walkendifer, presi- 
dent of the council, said that his 
crganization has evidence that the 
company reproduced a printing job 
which previously had been done in 
a union printing shop. The penalty 
for conviction of using a registered 
label without permission of the 
owner is not less than $100. 

Mr. Walkendifer said the label 
of the allied printing trades council 
has been registered for many years 
with the clerk of the supreme 
court of the Listrict of Columbia, 
and that the council believes in- 
fringement should be prosecuted, 
not only to punish®*violators of the 
union label law but also to pro- 
tect legitimate union shops which 
use the label. 


With the celebration of the presi- 
dent’s birthday in more than 3,000 
communities throughout the nation 
the infantile paralysis Campaign 
for 1939 is off to a flying start.

“To carry on this fight to a suc- 
cessful issue the national founda- 
tion must have the generous sup- 
port of every American, not one 
day or one night of the year, but 
during the entire year. Our con- 
tributions must not cease with the 
closing hours of the celebration. 
The support and co-operation of 
our doctors and scientists can not 
alone assure ultimate success. To 
wage this fight to a conclusive and 
final victory, the doctors and scien- 
tists, the hospitals and _ labora- 
tories, must have the necessary 
material means, It is within our 
power to supply those means. More 
than that it is our duty, to our- 
selves and to the nation, to rid our 
land of this treacherous disease.” 
Work Covers Nation 

The scale of the work under- 
taken by the national foundation 


covers the nation. From an appeal 
in 1934 for the Warm Springs, Ga., 
institution the infantile paralysis 
campaign has extended to foster- 
ing and supporting over 300 ortho- 


pedic centers in the United States. | 


In the laboratories of hospitals and 
universities throughout the coun- 
try large scale research is seeking 
the crippling virus and ways and 


means of helping those already af- | 


flicted. The Warm Springs, Ga., 


institution has become a single| 


unit in a national plan of attack. 
Treatment that was thought at one 
time available only at Warm 
Springs has been made available 
in orthopedic centers throughout 
the nation. 


Support Must Go On 

This growth and expansion is 
material evidence of the generosity 
and compassion of the nation. In 
order that the war against the 
maiming death be waged to a final 
victory this support of all the peo- 
ple must continue and increase, 
the labor division says.

A. F. of L. Reaffirms Its Ban 
On Non-Partisan League 


Executive Council Condemns Lewis’ Drive to 
Control Next Democratic Convention 


The executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor, in 
session this week, instructed Presi- 
dent William Green to reaffirm the 
fundamental opposition of the fed- 
eration to labor's’ non-partisan 
league, dominated by John L. 
Lewis’ CIO, and to warn the fed- 
eration’s affiliates against partici- 


pating in the league’s scheme to 
control the national democratic 
convention in 1940. 


Taking as its basis the statement 
made December 17 by Lewis re- 
garding the purpose of labor’s non- 


Employer Must 
Pay Kick 
Back” Wages 


Penalty Is $704; Employer 
Placed on Six Months’ 
Probation; S. F. 

Fights “Kick Back” 


The Ed Lewis stores here agreed 
recently to pay its employes back 
wages to the tune of $704 taken 
from their pay checks in the form 
of a “kick back.” 

A few weeks ago representatives 
of the retail food clerks’ union 
brought action against the stores 
when it was discovered the “kick 
back” system was in operation. 

Cited to appear before the prose- 
cuting attorney, Ed Lewis, owner, 
was convicted on eight counts, 
agreed to pay the $704 within 90 
days, and placed on six months’ 
probation, 

The “kick back” system is an 
old game played by the employers. 
It is illegal in every respect. The 
Ed Lewis case is the first to be 
prosecuted by a local union here. 
S. F. Union Brings Charge 

Numerous complaints before San 
Francisco union officials of wage 
“kick back’’ abuses by employers 
under signed agreements with la- 
bor unions, resulted in the filing of 
a suit in the superior court Tues- 
day which will be considered in 
the nature of a test case. 

The suit is that of Raymond 
Sublett, a member of Waiters and 
Dairy Lunchmen’s Union, No. 30, 
against Henry’s Turk and Taylor 
lunch, according to the complaint 
drawn by Attorney Melvin M. Belli. 
$800 Involved 

Sublett alleges that he worked 
for the defendant restaurant, at 
the union scale of wages, since 
1936, that upon payment of union 
wages the employer demanded re- 
payment of part of the money so 
that’ the wage was actually below 


the union scale. The amount of 
“kick back” is assertedly more 
than $800. 

Irregularities in payment of 


state and federal security and un- 
employment taxes may enter the 
case, Belli declared. 


partisan league, the executive coun- 
cil directed Mr. Green to reiterate 
the A. F. of L.’s opposition to that 
group and to order every affiliate 
to withhold membership from it. 
Green’s Statement 

“The council directed me to call 
upon all affiliates of the A. F. of L. 
to refrain from participating in the 
work of the so-called labor's non- 
partisan league,” said Mr, Green. 


“I was asked to have our affil- 
iates refrain from joining the 
league and to repudiate that or- 
ganization on the ground that it 


was a purely political organivation 
and that it had been formed con- 
trary to the non-partisan political 
policy of the A. F. of L. 

“The league’s declared purpose is 
to control a political party and a 


pclitical convention. That is clearly 
out of accord with A. F. of L. 
policy. 

“The league is an agency of the 
CIO. That is another reason why 
the executive council directed me 
to communicate with our affiliates. 
We wish to be tree to formulate 
our own political policy.” 

Mr. Green objected to the Lewis 
pronouncement that the enlarged 
objective of *the league would be 


to invite all workers, “whether by 
hand or brain.” 

He asserted that this invitation 
meant that “any one outside the 
bona fide labor movement’ would 
be accepted by the league and 
would help to shape its policy. 


Police Strike Breakers 


e e 
Hit By Atlanta Unions 
Emphatic condemnation of the 
practice of supernumerary police- 


men in Atlanta being used as strike 
breakers while wearing the uni- 
form of the city of Atlanta police- 
men was voiced by the Atlanta, Ga. 


Federation of Trades in a resolu- 
tion which the delegates unani- 
mously adopted. 

In addition, the federation ap- 
pointed a special committee to con- 
fer with the mayor, the general 
council and the police committee 
for the purpose of developing a 
policy whereby organized labor in 
Atlanta may be able to conduet. 
peaceful strikes without interfer- 


ence from thugs and gunmen wear- 
ing the uniform of policemen but 
hired and paid by employers whose 
employes are on strike. 

The resolution charged that “men 
wearing the city of Atlanta police 
uniforms, displaying and using 
blackjacks and guns, have followed 
union pickets away from the job 
and beat them up on their way 
home and then gone back to the 
general contractor’s office and re- 
ported that they had beaten up the 
pickets to the extent that they 
would not be able to report for 
picket duty the next day.” 

The resolution also said “it was 
réported that the above mentioned 
men, wearing city of Atlanta po- 
lice uniforms, have advocated and 
advised the scabs and strike break- 
ers to ‘cut the damn throats of the 
union pickets’.” 


COUNCIL ASKS 
“GO AHEAD”

The building trades council this 
week made a special appeal to the 
Oakland housing authority to 
hurry along the housing program 
here so as to create employment 
for the building trades mechanics. 


Glen Hawkins, labor’s representa- 
tive on the board, reported the 
housing authority is doing every- 
thing possible to hurry along the 
project but at present it was

It voted to ask congress to 
amend the wage-hour act to elim- 
inate a loophole which enables 
chiseling employers to pay less 
than 25 cents an hour to “learners” 
and apprentices. 


Sweatshop bosses, it was pointed 
out, can take advantage of that 
opening to replace regular work- 
ers with low-paid, untrained job- 
seekers. 

Conference With Williams 
The council also worked out a 


plan with Aubrey Williams, direc- 
tor of the National Youth adminis- 
tration, by which the wages of 
skilled craftsmen will be protected 
in the training of student mechan- 
ics for the government’s rearma- 
ment program. 

Williams agreed to the A, F. of 
L. proposal for the creation of both 
national and local advisory boards, 
made up of labor and employer 
representatives, to help supervise 


the training of the young men. 
Through such supervision, the 
supply of student mechanics will 


be controlled so that they will not 
flood the market and break down 
wage rates of skilled workers. 
Backs Wagner Housing Bills 
The executive council whole- 
heartedly supported bills’ intro- 
duced in congress by Senator Rob- 
ert Wagner to permit the United 
States Housing Authority to grant 
another $800,000,000 in loans to lo- 
cal communities for low rent hous- 
ing and slum clearance projects. 
Past warnings to A. F. of L. 
unions to shun Labor’s Non- 
partisan league, political arm 
of John L. Lewis and the C. 
I. O., were reiterated by the 
council. The league was de- 
clared to be conspiring to get 
control of the next democratic 
national convention. 
President William Green reem- 
phasized A. F. of L. opposition to 


the reappointment of Donald 
Wakefield Smith to the national 
labor relations board, because of 
Smith’s partisanship. 


Green Hits Pro-Smith Moves 
Green revealed that at least two 
regional directors of the board 
tried to induce A. F. of L, union 
leaders to wire President Roose- 
velt on behalf of Smith. Activities 
of these directors will be brought 


to the attention of congress, if | 
Smith’s name is submitted for con- 
firmation, Green said. 

The council went over its pro- 
gram for amendments to the na- 
tional labor relations act and made 
public a letter to all A. F. of L. af- 
filiates, urging them to assist in 
persuading congress to enact the 
amendments. 

Joseph A. Padway, the federa- 


tion’s general counsel, outlined the 
eourt fight organized labor is con- 
ducting in Oregon to invalidate 
that state’s vicious anti-labor law. 

The council was pleased to learn 
that the executive committee of 
the international federation of 
trade unions will meet in the 
United States in May at the invi- 
tation of President Green.

Negotiated by AFL Affiliate 
Union cooks, waiters waitresses 
and bartenders in Santa Cruz ex- 
pressed themselves as well pleased 
with the agreement negotiated, 
after a long controversy, by Culi-| 


nary Alliance and Bartenders’ 
Union, No. 530, an A. F. of L. affil- 
iate, with the Santa Cruz Hotel 
Owners association, whose mem- 
bers operate hotels, taverns and 
restaurants in this area. Seventeen | 


member hotels signed up with the 
union within a few days after the 
agreement was finalized. 

The contract, negotiated by H. 
W. Lisle, business agent of the 
union, provides a six-day week and 
eight-hour day within twelve hours 
with time and one-half for over- 
time except during the months of 
July and August; during these 
months the hours are eight per day 
within fourteen hours except on 


Saturdays and Sundays, when nine 
hours within fourteen are stipu- 
lated as a day’s work, the ninth 


hour being paid pro rata. 
The wage scale ranges from $2.25 


per eight-hour day for waiters and 
waitresses to $3.88 for fry cooks 
and $4.67 for dinner cooks, meals 


included. 
The provision relating to hiring 
contains some unusual features.

It was stated that the union had 
been using every effort to reach an 
agreement with the garage oper- 
ators and dealers, but that the pol- 
icy of procrastination pursued by 
the employers indicated that there 
is no sincere desire on their part to 
give the automobile owner an even 
break in repairs for his car. 

Therefore the auto mechanics’ 
union started the cooperative re- 
pair garage so that they can make 
a living and at the same time dem- 
onstrate to the publie the advisa- 
bility of having repairs made in a 
garage where only trained work- 
ers are employed.

The union label league recog- 
nizes that much of this type of 
merchandise is not marketable 
only on certain occasions and as a 
result the merchants do not carry 
very extensive lines and in a case 
such as this are forced to buy such 
products as are immediately avail- 
able.

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Federal Law to Prohibit Strik 
Breaking Asked by La Follette 


Senate Committee Would Ban Hiring Strike 
Breakers by Employers; Criminal Records Cited; 
Big Profits Made by Strike Breaking Agencies 


The report of the senate civil 
liberties committee, headed by Sen- 
ator Robert F. La Follette, Jr., of 


Wisconsin, condemning the use of 
strike breakers and proposing the 
enactment of a federal statute to 
prohibit employers from hiring 
agencies or individuals to engage 
in strike breaking activities is the 
result of the committee’s protracted 
investigation of this notorious 
scheme used by anti-union employ- 
ers to destroy trade unionism. 

The committee, of which the 
other member is Senator Elbert D. 
Thomas, of Utah, and which is 
already drafting legislation to sup- 
port its proposal, makes use of the 
legal principle now upheld by the 
United States courts that federal 
jurisdiction over interstate com- 
merce includes industrial relations 
affecting interstate commerce. 
Strike breaking, the committee 
holds, vitally affects interstate 
commerce, and therefore comes 
within the purview of federal leg- 
islation. 
Strike Breakers Listed 

Reviewing and compiling the 
testimony evoked at hearings dur- 
ing two years of investigation, the 
committee listed 150 professional 
“finks,” or strike breakers, many of 
them “career” men in the business, 
and a third of them allegedly with 
criminal or arrest records, the 
crimes including burglarly, rape, 
larceny, assault and other types of 
violence. The report mentioned 108 
plants at which it said strike 
breakers had been employed and

fifty-three detective or other agen- 
cies furnishing such service. 

Also listed in the parade were 
“missionaries,” who, the committee 
said, offered, for pay, to spread 
“word-of-mouth propaganda” for 
strike-threatened employers and to 


organize helpful citizens’ commit- 
tees, 
Strike breaking agencies make 


25 to 100 per cent profit, the report 
declared. Strike breakers, it 
charged, had created violence to 
extend their services or to discredit 
or break the strikers. 

The La Follette committee report 
rejected as too cumbersome a pos- 
sible system of regulating detective 


agencies ‘and employers assoclia- 
tions in interstate commerce as a 
means of banning objectionable 
practices. It held ineffective also 
the existing federal legislation 
stopping interstate transportation 
of strike breakers; local strike 
breaking units were available, it 
declared. 


Thus the committee urged that 
the direct prohibition be placed on 
the employer as “the key to the 
strike breaking problem.” “His re- 
sponsibility for the persons he 
pays to take his part in an indus- 
trial dispute cannot be denied 
evaded,” the report stated. 


SIX-YEAR TERM FOR

If a constitutional amendment 
calling for a six-year presidential 
term, without reelection, were sub-

vote it down.

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AFL to Fight 


Maladministration of the Labor 
Relations Act 


Definite evidence that the national labor relations board has 
far exceeded its statutory authority in administering the na- 
tional labor relations act and usurped power to determine the 
structure of the American labor movement was presented by the 
executive council of the American Federation of Labor to the 
1938 convention of the federation and approved by that body. 

In its indictment of the national labor relations board, the 
executive council said, in part: 

“On May 15, 1935, Senator Robert F. Wagner arose in the 
Senate and said of the national labor relations act: 

““‘Anyone familiar with these laws will recognize at once 
that there is nothing in the pending bill which places the stamp 
of governmental favor upon any particular type of union.’ 

“Had the national labor relations board construed and ad- 
ministered the act in the spirit and on the basis of the foregoing 
declaration, we would not now have occasion to submit the fol- 
lowing report. Instead of a report of justified criticism we 
would be submitting a report of unqualified approval of the 
board and its administration. 

“It is with deep regret that frankness impels us to report to 
you that the national labor relations board has administered the 
act contrary to its letter, spirit and intent, with manifect bias 
and prejudice against the American Federation of Labor and in 
favor of dual and rival organizations. Our resentment has been 
aroused and your officers have publicly and officially in most 
vigorous terms condemned this unholy alliance between a gov- 
ernment agency exercising quasi-judicial jurisdiction and the 
C. I. O. 

“Increasing importance which attaches to the actions of the 
national labor relations board is evidenced by the fact that in 
the three years of its existence the board has handled 16,500 
cases involving almost 4,000,000 workers. As the work of the 
board grew so did its tendency to go beyond the direct con- 
gressional mandate and gradually to apply its decisions not to 
the questions of labor’s basic rights which the Wagner act had 
been designed to protect, but to the problems of form and struc- 
ture of the labor movement itself, 

“That a three-man board, composed of men with no direct 
labor experience, should undertake to shape the form and 
structure of our labor movement through decisions clothed with 
judicial authority, aroused among our unions a growing feeling 
of apprehension and indignation. 

“Aware of its solemn responsibility to preserve and per- 
petuate the basic democratic principle of labor’s self-determina- 
tion and self-government, the entire membership of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor has united in its protest against this 
unwelcome intervention in labor’s internal problems by a gov- 
ernment bureau.”

Signing of Bill No. 963 Assures 


Shorter Waiting Time Under 
Unemployment Insurance 


New Bill Reduces Waiting Time from Four 
Weeks to Two; Checks Will Now Be 
Received During Fifth Week 


Governor Culbert L. Olson cleared the way for speedier and 
more liberalized payment of unemployment insurance through 
signature on assembly bill 963, adopted as an urgency measure 
by the state legislature last week. 


The bill, which went into effect this week, reduces the wait- 


ing period for unemployment in- 
surance benefits from four to two 
weeks, and predicates payment on 
the basis of one, instead of two 
years of earnings. 

The state department of employ- 
ment, which administers the unem- 
ployment insurance program in 
this state, immediately instructed 
managers of its 80 offices to ac- 
cept claims today on the basis of 
the new law. 

Cut Waiting Period 

Under the new set-up, claimants 
will receive their first insurance 
checks during the fifth week after 


AFL RULES ON STRIKE 
OF DETROIT TEAMSTERS 


Holds That Brewery Drivers 
Properly Belong to the 
Teamsters’ Union 


The executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor, in 


session at Miami, Fla., intervened 
in the strike of the brewery driv- 
ers in Detroit which threatened to 
spread throughout Michigan. The 
council directed President Green to 
send a telegram to the secretary of 


| Teamsters, 


the Detroit Federation of Labor 
overruling the arbitration decision 
made by Frank Martel, president 
of the Detroit federation. 

Mr. Martel, agreed upon as the 
sole arbitrator by the local brew- 
ery workers union and the local 
teamsters’ union involved, ruled 
that the teamsters properly be- 
longed to the brewery workers’ 
union. 

Mr. Green’s message notified the 
Detroit Federation of Labor that 
the Martel ruling was contrary to 
official rulings made in the past by 
the convention of the A. F. of L.,, 
which held that the beer wagon 
drivers belong properly in the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Team- 
sters, Chauffeurs, Stablemen and 
Helpers of America. The council, 
according to the telegram, called 
upon the Detroit teamsters’ local 
to refuse to abide by the Martel 
decision. 

Daniel J. Tobin, president of the 
International Brotherhood of 
Chauffeurs, Stablemen 
and Helpers of America and a 
member of the executive council, 
explained that 975 beer wagon 
drivers who had been members of 
a local union affiliated with the 
International Union of the United 
Brewery, Flour, Cereal and Soft 
Drink Workers of America, had 
joined the local of the teamsetrs’ 
union in Detroit in compliance 
with the A. F. of L. convention de- 
cision. Then, he said, the brewery 
union obtained an injunction re- 
straining the teamsters’ local from 
accepting these members and the 
latter called a strike. 

The local teamsters union, he 
continued, guaranteed to carry out 
the contract with the breweries 
made by the beer wagon drivers

original filing of their claims 
whereas had the old law remained 
in effect, the elapsed time would 
have totaled seven weeks. 


Officials of the department ex- 
plained that while the waiting 
period has been cut to two weeks, 
this does not mean checks will be 
issued immediately on completion 
of the waiting period. First, it was 
said, the claimant must certify as 
to unemployment during the third 
week, which is known as the “first 
compensable week.” 


Allowing a week for mailing cer- 
tifications to the central office, 
and several more days for check 
writing, and mailing, the claimant 
is expected to receive compensa- 
tion during the fifth week. Under 
the new system, all computation 
will be done mechanically instead 
of manually, 

Increase Payments 

Liberalized features of the act 
provide for increased benefit pay- 
ments in virtually every earning 
bracket, according to officials of 
the department. 

Under the old system, a claimant 
who earned $1500 in four quarters 
was entitled to $193 in benefits, 
while under the new, the same 
claimant will receive $300. 

In single quarter earnings under 
the old system, a claimant who 
earned $156 during one quarter, 
the minimum entitling him to com- 
pensation, would receive $23, The 
minimum remains at $156 under 
the new system, but the claimant 
who earns this amount any time 
during the year is entitled to $50 in 
benefits. 

Weekly benefit rates remain at 
$7 minimum and $15 maximums, 
but the increase to $15 on the basis 
of earnings is faster under the 
urgency law. 

The new law also fixes a two 
week waiting period for partial as 
well as total unemployment bene- 
fits. Under the old law, there was 
no legal waiting period for partial 
benefits, but details of handling 
these claims- frequently led to 
longer elapsed time in disbursing 
partial unemployment checks than 
those for total payments. 

Means Money Saved 

Adoption of the bill will mean a 
saving of several thousand dollars 
in administrative costs of the de- 
partment, due to the fact it will be 
necessary to retain only one, in- 
stead of two years’ earnings rec- 
ords, and in searching the files for 
earnings, clerical help will be con- 
fronted with the problem of find- 
ing those in four, instead of eight 
quarters. 

Adoption of the bill will also 
clear the way for the re-filing of 
claims on the part of 48,930 per- 
sons, whose benefit years were 
completed Saturday. This group 
filed original claims during the 
first week in January, 1938 and as 
a result, have completed their 
benefit year, which is defined in 
the law as 56 weeks after the or- 
iginal filing. 

The new bill in its waiting period 
provisions provides a four week 
penalty for leaving work volun- 
tarily or being discharged for 
cause.

In addition to the injunction, the 
hotel management asked for dam- 
ages amounting to $10,000. 

The controversy dates back to 
last July when, following the fail- 
ure of efforts to secure a signed 
agreement with the hotel manage- 
ment, the union members declared 
a strike and picketed the hotel en- 
trance. 


Seven New AFL Unions 
Formed in Columbia, Mo. 


The militant organizing activi- 
ties of the American Federation of 
Labor in Columbia, Mo., is indi- 
cated by the fact that seven new 
unions have recently been estab- 
lished there. The new locals of the 
national and international A. F. of 
L, unions are: electrical workers, 
boot and shoe workers, hod car- 
riers, building laborers, bartenders, 
and truck drivers. 

An Allied Printing Trades Coun- 
cil composed of the A. F. of L. 
printing trades unions has also 
been established, and the formation 
of a building trades council affil- 
iated with the Building and Con- 
struction Trades Department of 
the American Federation of Labor 
is being pushed.
